Use 
and emphasise what your assests are 
and be proud of who you are.

So make the great bits of you 
greater and forget about the bits you can't 
change.

Do you feel that you have achieved all 
of your goals as a makeup artist? 


I’ve achieved a lot so far but for me it's an 
ongoing process just to keep doing what 
I'm doing and working with like minded 
people. Being able to do what I love is a 
blessing in itself, I’ lucky to have been 
given the opportunity. 


Who are some people that have 
inspired you throughout your career? 


I think being involved in online 
communities and surrounding yourself 
with other creatives gives you constant 
inspiration and flow. I tend to be inspired 
more by patterns or even weird dreams 
that I’ve had. I did one image that 
stemmed from when 1 dreamt T poured 
paint in my eye! Artists like Rene 
Magritte are great for showing that you 
can break the rules, I love surrealists. 






Do you see yourself someday creating 
your own line of makeup? 


No not really, I see makeup as my tools 
and think the people already making 
cosmetics are doing a good enough job! 

What are some of your favourite 
products in your makeup kit? 

I love Kryolan.They have everything and 
they' re bang on with qua! ity. They do 
ready made pallettes which are so handy 
for travelling and maximise space in 
your kit. Also Mac brushes are the bomb! 
I don't know how I managed before 
without them. They’re expensive but 
worth saving up for! 


What’s your favourite concealer of all 
time? 


I have a Dermacolour Wheel from 
Kryolan which is really good for 
coverage, it even hides tattoos. 

What products do you think should be 
a staple in every womens purse? 

I always carry a natural lip liner and 
nothing else. My favourite is Lorcal 
pencil in Honey, it lasts for ages and gives 
natural looking definition. Great if your 
lips aren’t naturally full. 

Do you believe sometimes less is more? 

Yes, during the day definitely. 1 try and 
keep my look natural using browns 
and earthy colours for eyeshadow, and 
creating a smokey look. 

What tips can you give to young women 
who want to start preparing their skin 
in advance for a special event like a 
prom? 


Using a good natural exfoliater twice 
a week is great for bringing out fresh 
looking skin. I also recommend a toner 
and a mattifying mosturiser. 

What about if vou can’t afford a derm? 


A balance of water rich foods, a little exercise 
and a good skin regime is just as good. 
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What do you recommend teens 
do to cover up problematic skin? 

Skin problems can happen at 
any age. I had perfect skin until I 
reached 24 years old and suddenly 
my chin decided to revolt against 
the rest of my face. I read a lot 
of reviews and eventually came 
accross a great range from Simple, 
specially for problematic skin. I 
use the face wash every day still 
and the spots have cleared up. 
Hormones don't help girls either 
so it’s best to cleanse more deeply 
when your hormones are running 
riot. 

What do you suggest Elite 
readers do to achieve the perfect 
everyday look? 

My everyday look consists of 
Mac foundation NW20 brushed 
on lightly, with Max Factor 
translucent powder brushed on 
to set. Sometimes I don’t use 
foundation, and just use the powder 
over my mosturiser if I feel like 
going a bit more natural. I then use 
a black/brown eyebrow pencil from 
Rimmel, 1 have a little palette from 
Smash Box with bcigy browns in 
that I use most days. I highlight 
under my brows, and from the 
inner eyelid to just over half way 
across the lid, then use the darker to 
define the socket line, blending on 
to and above the lid slighlty, then 
fill in the outer side of the lid and 
round the edge bringing it under the 
bottom lash line slighly, then blend 
it all in with the middle tone. A 
little liner on the bottom and outer 
corner blended, and mascara. Mac 
do a great contouring powder in 
brown to help show off your bone 
structure, which I use to emphasise 
my cheek bones a little. Then 1 
finish with Lorcal lip pencil.

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How you doing? What have you been up 
to lately? 
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Hello mate! I'm good thanks, recently been 
gigging on the live circuit, just won Bristol's 
battle of the bands and did Brisfest which is 
Bristol city’s biggest music festival. It was 
really cool to be invited to play the main 
stage, we also just made our first video for 
a track called ‘Tell 'em lies’ so keeping 
busy... 

What’s the name of your band and where 
did it come from? 



The bands name is 'Three Kings High’ we 
wanted something that sounded triumphant 
and there was three of us in the beginning... 
that’s about as deep as it gets haha! A few 
names on the table were ‘Hard Graft’, 
‘Vodka Fueled Shark Attack’, ‘Trees Like 
Bones’ even ‘The Tartan Robot Mafia’ but 
they were sh*t so we went with Three Kings 
High. 

Talk us through the band: 



Lead vocals is me and Samuel Otis, Sam also 
plays Lead Guitar, it's an interesting mix 
of accents both being total polar opposites 
North East and South West ‘the flat cap and 
the farmer’. Amy West is our backing singer 
but really she's much more, without her range 
of voice our tracks would really be a lot 
more drab and never out of the G key haha. 
On bass we have our Swedish representative 
Kim Stockfelt a masterful bass player with 
such a diverse style and ear for catchy 
melodies. Our drummer is Luke Wookash, 
we always wanted Luke to be a part of the 
band as he’s an old friend and it wasn’t until 
w T e lost our original drummer that he stepped 
in. We were really pleased and I think it’s his 
contribution that changes our general sound 
the most, he gives our music a big brass set 
of balls! And finally there's Vee Kay on the 
mpe and production, Vee triggers samples 
live and is the man that mixes our tracks and 
recordings. We’re lucky to have someone in 
the band that actually gets paid to mix music 
on a regular basis, that stuff can be really 
expensive and I think it puts or demo in a 
more professional bracket.

What genre of music do you consider yourselves to 
be in? 

Hmm... a modem take on Soul maybe, we've been 
decribed as a few different things from Pop, Northern 
Soul, Motown, Hip Hop... There’s elements of a lot of 
things I guess, being an MC the vocals can sometimes 
slip in to that kind of cadence again but because everyone 
has a say on the overall sound the tracks can really differ. 
What we never wanted to be is one of those ceneric 
hiphop bands were it’s an MC backed with a session 
band or a Ska band with a rapper, I respect that kind of 
music but it’s not us. I wanted us to be a proper band as 
in an entity in itself, it’s not about any individuals. 

Saying that who are your major influences? 

I can’t speak for us all but there’s definitely fans of 
Queens of the stone age, Wu Tang Clan, Elbow, The 
Band, underground UK hiphop, Dangermouse etc... the 
list is endless really, 1 don’t think any of us have ever 
said that we need to sound like someone else though but 
there’s things about each of the bands I mentioned that 
have inspired us undeniably. 

How long have you know each other? How did you 
meet? 

Well I suppose it was four years ago when I first moved 
to Bristol and I met Sam. I had bought a rap record of his 
when I was a kid and looked him up when J moved, we 
ended up doing hiphop gigs and making music for a few 
years but always talked about getting a band together, 
then just over a year ago we linked up with Vee Kay who 
had mastered some of our hiphop tracks and we decided 
to give the live band a go. I put the word out that wc were 
looking for a bassist and Kim was the first person we met 
and he nailed the tracks first go, we tried a few different 
lead guitarist but no one really stuck and then Sam who 
until then had just been doing vocals with me decided to 
give both a go, Sam can pretty much play whatever he 
picks up, I’m in awe of anyone with that kind of skill. So 
we’ve been gigging with this line up since April. 

Are vou on a record label? If not, what would vou say 
to a label that is looking for a band like yourselves? 

A label would be great, or anyone with any advice realty, 
I don't think you can be reluctant to take outside help and 
direction in the music scene right now. These days everyones 
an artist and everyone thinks they deserve a record deal. Our 
idea is to just generate a buzz and get as many people in to 
the tunes as possible, so if any labels fancy getting behind 
and pushing... pause.... then get in touch. 


What's your favourite and least favourite gigs so 
far? 

Favourite gig was one of our most recent ones, it was a 
small affair few hundred people past through, but one 
of our favorite venues in Bristol let me put on my own 
line up on so I got some bands from London and from 
Newcastle to play live with us and it w r ent down great. 
People I had never met were coming along singing the 
lyrics to our tunes that’s a good feelin. 

I don’t have a least favourite, I like some more than 
others but there’s always something good to take from 
a gig. I think it’s more rewarding when you do ‘out of 
town' show's where you're not as w 7 ell known and take 
people by surprise. 

Which song(s) do you play most? And is that because 
they are received well? 

We play the whole demo that's available online to hear 
and another set of tracks that you can only catch at 
shows. We can do an albums worth of tracks or whatever 
the venue w f ants really, we only ever dropped one song 
from the set because it was really slow and acoustic and 
the rest were quite high energy, that was in the beginning 
when we were still trying to work out our sound. 

Do you play any covers? 

There has been talks but none as of yet, I really want to 
cover stuff but I think some of the others find it cheesy... 
Maybe it’s because I keep pushing for tracks from David 
Bowie’s Labyrinth soundtrack... 

Who writes your songs? Where does the inspiration 
come from? 

I write most of the lyrics, but a lot of the time it’s a joint 
effort between me and Sam, sometimes tracks happen 
really easily and they just come together and others feel 
like a real struggle. The ‘Carry the Fire' track I WTOte at 
work in a day and just tightened it up on the evening, 
w r hereas ‘Here and the Now' took me and Sam weeks, 
w r e kept leaving it and coming back to it, the simpler 
sounding tracks are more difficult 1 think. Inspiration is 
broad, the ‘Out in the Rain' track is a straight up piece of 
fiction storytelling, and the phrase ‘Carrying the Fire' is 
a term used in a book ‘The Road' by Cormac McCarthy. 
Some songs are about getting drunk and making a fool 
of yourself, some about working and juggling your true 
passions, the themes are universal I think, there are no 
love songs yet. I just wrote one about stalking a one night 
stand, so wherever the mood takes us. Music wise Sam 
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and Vee make the initial tracks laying down guitar, bass 
samples and drums, then 1 write the lyrics, then Kim will 
replay the bass the way he wants and Luke re-imagines 
the drums, the we rehearse them with the full band and 
record everything. T guess some would feel that's long 
winded process but it works for us. 

What are your rehearsals generally like? 


We talk crap, drink beer, have a jam and run through the 
set for four hours, feels like I've been to the gym after a 
session. The video for "Tell ‘Em Lies’ is half shot in our 


rehearsal space so you can get the idea, I love rehearsals 
in general, it's where we can really fine tune the tracks. 


What has been your biggest challenge so far? 


How can fans-to-be gain access to your music?

We’re 
busy making a new video and recording new tracks for 
all to hear as well.

Modelling is a gruelling industry, most 
girls when they start within the industry 
have a strong belief that it will be easy 
money for very little effort but very 
quickly they are faced with a realisation 
that in able to become a successful 
model an enormous amount of time and 
effort and determination is required. If is 
a harsh industry where it is imperative to 
stay in good shape and keep yourself 
healthy thus improving your chances of 
some sort of longevity as a professional 
model. I took a decision very early on in 
my modelling career that i would follow 
a strict diet and training programme, i 
feel it helps to keep my body in good 
condition and will hopefully prolong my 
modelling career. 

it is important to note that in order to 
attain a good shape and figure it is not 
necessary to train everyday all day, 
your bodies most important time in the 
fight for the figure you always wanted 
is the rest period, during training muscle 
and tissue is broken down and in order 
to allow your body time to recover i 
would suggest training a maximum 
of 4 times a week. Every second day 
gives your body a good chance to 
recouperate and rebuild, it must not be 
underestimated how important the rest 
period is within any training regime, 

I enjoy my gym sessions, my usual 
session will incorporate a range of 
pilates, cardiovascular, calisthenics, 
weights and stretches, i feel that this 
gives my body all the ingredients within 
my workout to keep my body shape 
lean but also remain curvaceous and 
toned at the same time, too much 
weight training for a female model will 
lead to over definition of some muscle 
groups and may hinder the models 
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applications for certain castings, if if is a 
route into full blown fitness modelling you 
want then this can be beneficial but if you 
are like me and participate in a number 
of different styles of modelling then it is 
important to be able to judge when to 
make your body softer or harder dependant 
on what direction you wish to take in terms 
of attaining work. I feel it is important to be 
able to keep your modelling career evolving 
onto different levels but without blocking 
your route back into the other styles. With 
this in mind it is also important to keep your 
gym workouts evolving with the particular 
castings and commissions you may have 
coming up, there is no sense In training to 
look like a fitness model if you have beauty 
and glamour shoots coming up, fitness 

modelling requires a much greater intensity 
of training as there is a major emphasis on 
the muscle definition as opposed to a softer 
more beautiful alluring look required in 
beauty, glamour and fashion. 


Running or cycling are both good ways 
of keeping lean and i like to try and get a 
run at least once a week, My training week 
will normally consist of a 5 mile run on the 
Monday with gym sessions on Tuesday and 
Thursday and Saturday. Due to the fact i 
am away from home a lot with modelling 
assignments most of the routine i follow is 
also quite easy to do away from the gym, 
even in a hotel room as i often have to do 
whilst on my travels. I do a lot of swiss ball 
exercises and leg extensions which are easy 
to do without the equipment from the gym. 

Diet is important too, a trap a lot of girls 
fall into is eating too little with the false 
preconception that this will stop them 
putting on weight. Although you will initially 
lose weight other things will occur with a 
poor diet like malnutrition which can result 
in a pot belly, bad skin (not a good thing for 
a model) , loss of concentration, tiredness 
and fatigue and your body being more 
succeptica! to illness. It is important especially 
when exercising a lot to keep your essential 
levels high, vitamins, minerals, proteins, 
carbs are all important, a balanced diet 
wins every time. Drink plenty of water as this 
helps to flush the body of toxins and keeps 
your skin looking a lot fresher, when training 
in the gym sip on water, don't drink gallons 


as you can actually drink too much, this 
can be equally as dangerous as drinking 
too little, i normally have c 2 litre bottle 
during a day with additions from juice and 
sports drinks. Keeping a good balanced 
diet teaches the body to use the essential 
nutrients and the proteins efficiently to 
repair any damaged tissue and keep your 
body functioning optimally. Have a good 
breakfast as there is a lot of truth in the 
saying the breakfast is the most important 
meal of the day, it sets you up for the day 
to come, gives your body its first boost of 
the day, without breakfast your body will 
struggle to cope with a strenuous full days 
modelling shoot. Going too long without 
food and then gorging is a bad idea too as 
this makes your body think it may not get a 
meal for a while so it begins to start storing 
a reserve energy from your food incase it 
needs it and this is stored as fat, once it’s on 
its very difficult and stubborn to shift. Eat 3 
meals a day with no snacking in between, if 
training a lot in the gym a supplementation 
of a protein shake could be beneficial 
but taken within 45 minutes of training as 
this is the best time frame to consume the 
protein shake, giving your body a kick start 
in its recovery and repair from the gym 
breakdown. 

I hope that some of my thoughts on this 
have been useful, below is a sample 
workout that is on an intermediate level 
of intensity, i tend to spend a maximum 
of an hour and a half in the gym at one 
session including the warm up and cool 
down processes, i feel this is enough for any 
model wanting to keep her shape and not 
attain too much muscularity but still have a 
good level of definition. 

WARM UP- 10 MINS RUNNING AND

for core strength and definition) 

DEAD BUGS(ON A BOSA BALL BALANCfNG

LIGHT SQUATS- 3 SETS OF 10 (all round body 
conditioning) cont... 
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JENNY CLEWLOUf MODEL TIPS 


...SWISS BALL CRUNCHES- 3 SETS OF 
15(abdomina[$ and obliques)

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Today we see graffiti or what 
some would recognize as 
street art almost everywhere 
we go. Walls, bridges, sign 
posts, bus shelters even the 
trains you see passing bye 
have been marked. This is our 
modern day society’s purest 
form of expression; individuals 
purposely seek for those 
notorious empty spaces to fill 
in, so there art can be viewed 
on a daily basis by as many 
passers-by as possible. But 
how did this all come about?

merry Christmas. This goes to 
show he had a light-hearted 
approach to street graffiti. 
He drew his midnight quests 
to an end in the late nighties, 
due to controversy with the 
police. His work to some was 
considered as vandalism 
which led people to perceive 
Robbo as a menace, which 
was not the intentions he had 
in mind. However in fact, his 
movements were harmless; it 
was his way of expression. It 
was an outlet from his personal 
working and family life. This 
was partially why he drew an 
end to his work. He did not 
want this to affect his life, nor 
his family. As the years went 
on, one by one his markings 
were washed away by the 
council, unappreciated. All 
except one, left standing 
under a bridge in London. 
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For 15 years this was left 
unharmed, until Banksy came '^Ti. 
along and began a “graffiti >r*i 
war”. He painted over Robbo's 
remaining historical piece, »jrr 
in his trademark stencil art Mi 
ways. He painted a decorator —. 
wallpapering over Robbo’s rJJ 
work, leaving a gap of that jj* 
what was once remaining.

Banksy's down talk, slapped him and replied with a witty remark and walked away. This 
was the only thing Banksy could of held against him, and I believe this was his long awaited 
revenge. The war went on for months, with each Robbo and Banksy manipulating each 
other’s work. This then caught the public’s attention and was 

Many people believe Banksy was the originator of the current form of street art to storm 
the streets. He would produce stencils of figures holding plaque cards with epigrams. 
The combination of imagery and text together in a stencil was seen as new to the vast 
population of graffiti artists; He then made this into his trademark. He would go out into 
the night with his stencils and his rainbow spray can collection, often marking walls with 
witty remarks or images that showed the darker side of world issues. As he woes the likes 
of investment bankers, judges, MP’s, and snooty art collectors with his artistic flare he is 
washing away his respect once given by fellow graffiti artists across the globe. 

Blek Le Rat, Born Xavier Prou, of Boulogne-Billancourt, Paris in 1951, was first exposed to 
graffiti in 1971, whist on a trip to New York, America. He would of most likely of seen the 
work of TAK! 183 and Julio 204. TAKI being the first New Yorker to capture the public’s 
attention, he himself was inspired by a kid he saw tagging “Julio 204” on street corners and 
sign posts, which was simply his name and street number. TAKI then began to write his own 
markings "TAKI 183” everywhere he went. He travelled a lot with his delivery job, giving him 
the perfect opportunity to get his tag seen by as many New Yorkers possible. 

This is how Blek became inspired; he began producing his own take on the graffiti style 
art he saw, by creating stencils. He chose to make stencils as he thought they had a 
"Latin" feel to them. He began his first stencil of a life sized rat running along the arteries, 
decorating the streets of Paris. He stencilled this for 2 years, hoping to create an invasion of 
rats in the city. For this he quickly became recognised around Paris and the rat was known 
to be his trademark. His change in approach of graffiti marked a monumental break from 
the dominance of New Yorks graffiti style. His new method of creating street art changed 
the face of graffiti and is still used today, greatly influencing today’s graffiti and guerrilla 
artwork movements and artists around the world, such as Banksy and Shepard Fairey. 
Banksy has not only imitated many pieces of Bleks art work, but he has also taken credit 
for them, With his only acknowledgment being "Every time I think I've painted something 
slightly original I find out that Biek has done it as well. Only 20 years earlier...”. To me, this 
within itself immediately changed my views on him. He began with making stencils of 
characteristic rats getting up to mischief, in which he placed around his hometown streets, 
as did Blek. 

Blek is considered to be the true originator of stencil graffiti, despite Banksy taking credit and 
making millions from copying Bleks art and calling it his own, Blek still continues producing 
stencils and loves what he does. He does not do this to make money, nor for the high 
profile. This sadly cannot be said for Banksy.

Lou Molloy is one of the UK’s leading 
tattoo artists, and with a string of 
celebrity clients and a waiting list 
of up to a year, I would have been 
foolish to turn down an invite to an 
exhibition of his most spectacular 
work at The Pop Art Gallery in 
Manchester. 

Back in the 1970’s tattoos had a dark 
reputation and were associated with people 
who were firmly outside mainstream culture. 
Despite this, the art form fascinated him and 
this is when he started practising his own 
tattoos. By 1981, at the young and tender 
age of 18, he had spent most his teenage 
years perfecting his skill and decided to 
open up his own shop, The Middleton Tattoo 
Studio, in Manchester. 

Since 1981 his artwork has made him world 
famous and he is not only one of the most 
sought after UK tattooists he also, in 2007, 
became involved with the television series, 
London Ink, His work has not only earned him 
recognition among hard core tattoo lovers 
but also within the world of celebrity. His most 
famous client being David Beckham and 
in 1999 he designed and inked Beckham’s 
back with a bald, winged, angelic figure, of 
which Beckham refers to as “his guardian 
angel." Since then he has tattooed Victoria 
Beckham, Mel C, Mel B, all members of 
Boyzone and Ricky Hatton, 

London Ink is a spin off show from Miami Ink 
and features Lou, alongside 3 other tattoo 
artists working in a studio. London Ink is shown 
on Real Time Discovery and their website 
describes him as “A very versatile artist 



whose skills stretch to any style...He draws 
on his wide knowledge of art and culture to 
create tattoos that have real meaning and 
depth...And has twice been recipient of 
outstanding artist of the year UK." 

The art form itself is what interests Lou Molloy 
the most and he has recently decided to 
“bridge a gap for those who admire the 
art but don't want to take the permanent 
step of getting a tattoo" by bringing out a 
menswear collection. This is available on his 
website http://www.ioumolloy.com/ 

He has partnered with John Smedley in 
creating this unique form of clothes wear 
and his site features t-shirts, polo shirts, 
sweatshirts, John Smedley knitwear and 
accessories, all with artwork designed by 
Lou himself.
